When tlio letter of iIr' l-^iii^,' of the 
Bolgiana renclit'il (lonlon, iiivil in;,' liiiii 
to take chai'ije of tlu; U[i;)er Congo aiui' 
to eiuic.ivour lo extirjniLe sluverv tli(!re, 
the General was living on tlie mount of 
Olives, studying day by day the topo- 
graphy of the Holy Sepulchre, People 
may wonder how having tnade pre[)ara- 
tiona for his West African expedition, 
»nd being on the point of starting foi- 
the Congo, he could so suddenly filter 
his |)luinH and set forth for die \ih>. 
The fadt in that Gordon despise.s "|)re- 
psrations" and dispenses with them; 
When, being returned to London from 
Brussels, he had an interview hi'fore 
departing for Egypt with a frieiul in- 
terested in hi.s mission, a conversation 
of the following nature — if not'iu tiirse' 
precise words — took place: — 

"Have you got your kit readv, Gen- 
eral?', 

"I have got what 1 alwnys have. 
This hat is good enough, and so are 
these clothes. I shall start as i am; my 
boots are quite strong.'' 

"And how are you ofi' for cash? Vou 
must have some ready money." 

"Ah! T forgot it. Ye.s. T forgot that! 
I had to borrow live jiMd twenty 
pounds, hy^tlui wiiy, from the Iving of 
the Belgians to get over here. Of course 
I must pay this, and I shall want a 
little more." 

"How much? Would one or two 
thousand pounds do, in notes and 
bills?" 

"Oh, dear no! A hundred pounds 
apiece for myself and Stewart will be 
enough. What on earth do we want 
more for?" 

Thus the frugal hero departed, we 
believe with no more than .t' lOO in 
ready money, but meeting an old val- 
ued Soudanese" acquaiiitanco in f'aiio, 
who was very poorly ofl, (Jordon could 
not resist the claims of "auld laug 
syne" — even wlieu played on the black 
keys — and lent or gave his old African 
friend the greater pait of his travelling 
money. He has always shown a simi- 
lar cqntempt for that which is the ob- 
ject of so many desires.

The contrary is strangely the 
case. Gen. Gordon is a inarty to some 
obscure form of heart disi.'ase, which 
has compelled him to relinquish -the so 
lace of smoking, and oftimes almost 
prostrates him.

A New Motor. 

CmcAoo, March 1.— A, new remark- 
able motor, known m "The Triplie 
Thermic Rlotor," has been discovered. 
The motive power is vapor of bisul- 
[diido of carbon. The power of the va- 
por far surpasses that of steam, and its 
application and regulation are ajrej^dy 
under more perfect and safe control. A 
syndicate with a capital of $25,000,000 
controls the invention. The discoverer 
of the Hioaus of applying the new pow- 
er and inventor of nmchinery adapted 
to its use is W. S. Colwell, formerly of 
Pittsburgh, who, it is claimed, has been 
at' work many years on the application 
of the same nuiterial from which the 
vapor is generat(!d. Bisuli)liide of car- 
bon is a discovery of the last century. 

'I'lui invention, or tliscovery, consists 
in euvolving bisulphide of carbon into 
a vapor for operating machinery by 
generating hei't in a generator and 
transferring it into a vessel containing 
hisulphicle of carbon. The latent heat 
of steam is utilized to convert the 
bisuliibide of cirbon into vapor, only 
118 degrees l)eing necessary to produce 
this v,i[ior. A prominent engineer of 
Ghicago, giving the result of his ex- 
annnation of the new mot(3r, says: "I 
saw a fifteen horse power boiler, with 
very little tiro under it, generating 
steam which generated the now motor, 
which in turn ran an engine of sixty 
"horse power."

By this 
sirnple jirocess, the sulphur (which is 
used by the manufacturer in bleaching) 
will be removed, and nothing will then 
be required but tepid water, pure spap, 
and labor to produce a perfectly clean 
and uninjured blanket. Allow no scour- 
ing liquors, washing jjowders, soda, or 
hot water to be used, as these are cal- 
cidated to produce a muddy, blotchy 
color — to impoverish and injure the 
fabric — giving the general appearance 
of an old, worh'^out blariliet. Dry quick- 
ly, immediately after washing. These 
instructions apply equally well to the

THE }f^Ai: IN EdYl'T. 

Tho quick dispoaitiou which a small 
Ui-itish force of less than 5,000 men under 
(ieiiorul Stewart inado of Osman Digma'a 
army of 30,000 ragamufliiis, would ap- 
pear to have astonished and dlBheartened 
the rebels. The vicinity of Suakiii has 
been entirely. cleared of tho enemy, who 
have retired some distance inland. The 
beating was most thorou;,'h and, to say 
nothing of las loss in men, Osiuan Digina 
lost all his heavy Kruiip yuns and many 
stands of Remington rifle-s. At Khartoum 
the state of ali'airs is not cheering. Com- 
niunication with General Gordon has been 
out off and 151 Mahdi (the false (jrophut) 
is advancing on tho town with an ovcr- 
wiielining force, l^he, garrison number 
only 'J, 000 very inferior men, and the 
townspeople are not well affected towards 
the British. Gen. Gordon's position is, 
indeed, a diflicult one. His olive-branch 
mission has. proved a dismal failure. The 
people who rallied around hina at first 
and kissed his hands imagined that he 
was the bearer of presents; and when 
they found lie bore only i)roniis03 they 
renewed their faith in tlie False Prophet. 
Tke Nile i.H navigable for steamers be- 
yond Kliartouni. The class of boats 
used are. nut unlike those that are em- 
ployed diftiie Fraser river. If Gordon is 
to be relieved it must be by troops sent 
to him by ! steamer. It is to be hoped 
liiat they are already on the way to 
Khartoum; but nothing is known of the 
movement .of,; a force in tliat direction. 
It can Boarpely be intended by Mr. Glad- 
stone's government to abandon General 
Gordon to his fate; although after tho 
recent massacres of bravo garrisons, wo 
should bo prepared for almost anything. 

ALARMING ADULTKRATIUN OF 
FOOD. 

The cominittpo on.piiblic health of the 
Now York senaie 'report that they have 
discovered wholesale 'and alarming adul- 
terations, dangerous to con.suniera and 
depreciating to property in the rural dis- 
tricts. Imitation has been so disKuised 
that it is often only discoverable by 
chemical analysis. l)ut of thirty samples 
of butter purchased by tlie committee in 
New York tliere were only ten genuine 
(jualities. Bogus butter sells for 20 to 30 
cents to laboring lueii; better grades from 
■10 to -l.") cents. The cost of manufactur- 
ing is from 13 to 18 cents; average, 14. 
Many^dairy farnis have been driven out 
of business. The consequent loss to the 
statu is estiinati^d at .':!riOO,000 to ?1,000,- 
000 yearly. The connnitti-e estimate that 
'10,000,000 pounds of tho imitation pro- 
duct is sold annually in the state, and that 
the illegitimate business is l)reaking up 
the export butter trade. It can be sold 
18 cents le as than natural but ter.

Cniia«la on the rariflo Sloiu?. 

Tn the Winnipeg Free Press of the lith 
inst. appears a tliree-colunm letter from 
its Victoria correspondent. This lengthy 
letter is written in reply to many inquiries 
received by tho writer in roferonco to tho 
resources of this pro-;iiice. .\mongat 
other topics dealt upon he fays: 

No large areas of arable land outside 
the valley and delta of the Fraser, are to 
bo found west of the Cascades. East of 
that range and west of the Kocky Moun- 
tains proper, considerable tracts for both 
agricultural and pastoral purposes are 
said to exist. Explorers have gono o'-'er 
the country in certain sections, more with 
tho view of prospecting for minerals than 
arable lands. Hence it is that delinite 
information regarding tho country is im- 
possible to be obtained. Along the east 
coast shores of the Is'and there are to bo 
found many sections in which exist limited 
areas of good land yet in its virgin .st;>to. 
From the vicinity of this city to Cumox,a 
distance of 150 miles, proaporous settle- 
ments are to bo met with. The construc- 
tioirof tho Island railway tp Nanaimo ^vill 
open up the interior of the island and de- 
velop its latent wealth. 

At an interview your correspondent had 
with Mr. Dunsmuir, M. V. P., tho Presi- 
dent of the Island Kailway (Joinuiitteo, he 
vvas assured by that gontloman that it was 
the company's intention to sell tho agri- 
cultural land within their belt at the uni- 
form price of §1 per acre. The terms 
and conditions being that L'oc per acre bo 
paid at time of locating the claim, tho 
balance in three ecpial annual install 
ments, and a bona tide residence upon and 
improvement of the land. The company 
are offering these liberal terms to induce 
settlers and promote immigration to tho 
Island, and thus secure traffic for their 
railway when it is completed. These 
lands are to be sold by the Local Goveiii- 
ment, on belialf of the railway company, 
for the next four years after the passing of 
tho Settlement Bill at Ottawa. "The pro- 
ceeds of such sales are to be handed over 
to the company from time to time as the 
work progresses. The mineral and tim- 
ber land may now be obtained at .ijlO per 
aci« without any reserve. ■ 

The Dominion lands are those not al- 
ready taken up within the railway belt, 
twenty miles on either side of the line. 
As usual, intending settlors are unable to 
obtain any definite inforniiition concern- 
ing these lands. Many not being able to 
better themselves take up a location iuid 
lodge a notitication to that effect with the 
Dominion agent, who in turn intimates, 
by printed circular that their claim has 
been received and noted, and that in due 
time such claims will be considered ac- 
cording to their priority. 

A Dominion Land Office was recently 
established in this city. Tlio otlicers in 
that institution are at present copying the 
records from the Provincial ullice. I'ntil 
these are completed it will not be known 
which of the lauds ore for sale. From 
what I have learned I think it will be 
found that the best of these lands are al- 
ready in the hands of operators and land 
grabbers. 

I would, therefore, advise none to ccune 
to this country until first they have se- 
cured some reliable information as to 
where they can locate themselves, . for 
good land is not so readily obtained here 
aa it is in tho Northwest. Stich infor- 
mation us 1 have indicated is not yet 
forthcoming. The immigrant on his ar- 
rival in this Province will find that lie is 
almost as well acquainted with tho coun 
try as are many who have resided therein 
for a quarter of a century, and' that_ no 
preparation has been made for his recep- 
tion, or taking him to lands whereon he 
can reside, as is done elsewhere in Cana- 
da. 

As already stated, the major portion of 
tlie delta of the Fraser is all taken up. 
But a small portion of the area is under 
cultivation. The yield fnnii these laii'ls 
is great, tlie average lining of hay, '.'A tons 
per acre; oats, 75 bualiela; barley, 10 bus- 
hels; turnips, 40 to 50 tons; potatoes, ;!(> 
tons. The roots and vegolables attain an 
almost incredible size. Pumpkins weigh 
50 to 70 pounds; squash, (10 pounds; vege- 
table marrow, 9 pounds; cabbage, LTi 
pounds; carrots, 4 to U pounds; potatoes, 
2.\ to 4 pounds; sugar beets, 14 pounds; 
onions, 1), pounds; turnips, 10 pouiids; 
cauliflower, 12 pounds; mangolds, '.^0 
pounds. Fruit likewise attain great pro- 
porti jns, such as pears, 2 pounds; apples, 
1 pound; plums, 8 ounces. The current 
prices for the product of the farm and 
d.tiry at present are: Hay per ton, .'iil.S; 
wheat, oats ar.d barley per ton. t^50; ))o- 
tatoes, .^25; carrots, §15; mangolds, .^'M, 
Eggs average from 00 to 85c. per do/.en; 
chickens, by the dozen, -SB to $10; turkeys, 
30 to 35c. perpound; geoae, from .$2.50 
to .§3 50 each; ducks, SI per pair; dairy 
butter, 50 to (!0c. per pound; cheese, '!■> 
to 30c. per pound. 

From these figures your readers can 
glean much of such information as the 
farmer desires regarding the country. I 
may further add tiiat the demand for all 
of these products is greater than the 
supply. What it may be after raihv.ay 
construction in the Provinco has been 
completed time alone will tell. Many of 
those now engaged in fanning have been 
accumulating wealth for years past, and 
this too without a very great effort on 
their part. Did they adopt such a system 
of farming as is pursued in niiiny parls of 
Ontario, and apply the same energy there- 
to, an ample compotenco would bo secured 
ill a few years. In farming, as in many 
other avocations, there is room for great 
improvement in this country. 

Won*t Learn liic Eii^lisli Laiit;- 

Is it not odd, by tho way, that Pero 
Hyaointhe, the distinguished Protcst:wit 
convert, does not undorataiid English, 
and will not learn it? It ia so with most 
French people. They are the m ist pro- 
vincial pooi lc under the sun. I a'tend 
ed one of Victor Hugo's receptions in 
E^aris last aummor, with a acore or more 
of other Americans, and found that the 
eminent poet-and scholar could not speak 
English. He had lived in Great Britain 
for fifteen or twenly years, and never 
learned ten words of tho language of the 
nation that ivas giving him au exile's shel- 
ter. He can say "Howdo?" and ' "Good- 
by," and nothing else. ' 

And hero is Mr. Loyaon, «jXCommuni 
cated from the church of (he Latin na- 
tions, yet he does not know ten words of 
Entllish after living in Eiiglimd and Ameri- 
ca for years — content to address Ameri- 
can audiences in an alien laoguage, thus 
diminishing his influence and belittling his 
work. 

The Germans are riot so aolf-compla- 
cent. How was it that Kossuth learned 

tho English lauguaso in six months so ns 
to rival Webster and Everett in elegant 
and eloquent speech/ Mine. Leinbrich 
told me a month ago, "Yes, I speak Eng- 
lish. T first began the 'study of English 
three months ago. But I learn languoRes 
very readily— almost inttinctively." — 
Crollut, in Chicago Tribune.

If 
it bo from fear of trichinosis or only a 
pretext for tho real reason of excluding 
our products is a desire to pridect their 
own producers, then wo are the last pe-jplo 
on the e^rth who ought to,,odroplain after 
surrounding ourselves for more than 
twenty years with a protective tariff wall 
so high as to exclude virtually all the pro- 
ducts of Germany which compete with 
our own. It is rather late for us to advo- 
cate retaliation against a government 
which merely folbwa cur example.

The niagnillcent Slyle in 
WUlcli tlic Songstress Tra- 
vels Across the Country. 

An unpretending looking car, much re- 
sembling an ordinary Pullman coach 
from the outside, standing on a aide track 
in the Union depot, haa been the object 
of c.insidorable attention for a week past, 
having been visited by upwards of two 
hundred people. It is the Mann boudoir 
car, built at a cost of §iJO,00(), expressly 
to carry the living Patti and her devoted 
Nicoliiii, and two maids, upon their tia- 
vols on this w^esturn continent. A Post- 
Dispaich reporter went down to tho depot 
late yesterday afternoon and was shown 
through tho car by the porter. The first 
apartment entered was Signer Nicolini's 
private bedchamber fitted up with every 
convenience for tho toilet, from a station- 
ary wash atand with silver mountings to 
a cunning little bath tub adroitly con- 
cealed from view by a jiair of mirrored 
doors which swung back upon tho touch- 
ing of a spring. A broad and springy 
couch filled one end of the cozy room 
which at night could be made up with 
blankets and pillows into tho most com- 
fortable of beds. A writing table occu- 
pied tho apace bctweein tlio bed and wash 
stand, antl compioted tiie furnishing of 
this department. Tho sides and coiling 
of this room, as well as the entire car, con- 
siated of embossed leather, resembling in 
color and effect hammered gold and ailver 
in a design of morning glories. Into the 
passage again, and a few steps further, 
waa the "boudoir" or parlor of the seng- 
stress. This was a large room, fitted up 
with hangings of gold satin and gold.

He then pointed tho pistol at JVItsaRehney", 
cocked and anappod it, saying she wotiltl 
feel tho meameric shuck. "I did not feel 
anything," she laughingly assorted, as 
Reilly prepared to re|)oat the experiment. 
Twice the weapon was cocked and anap- 
pod, and still the young lady laughed at 
tho ill-su:ces8 of the experiment at mea- 
merizing her. "Now, Miss Renney," 
Reilly said, preparing to cock the pistol 
for tho fourth time, "when I pull the 
trigger this time, you'll feol my power,.- 
over you in every part of your body.
